New Yorx, Aug. 31.—[Snecial.]—Cholera 
brought President Harrison’s visit to White- 
law Reid at Ophir Farm to an abrupt termi- 


nation, and has postponed indefinitely the 


President’s proposed trip through the State 
on his return to Loon Lake. 
Mr. Harrison was first informed of the ar- 
rival of the Moraviaat quarantine with cholera 
‘aboard by Mr. Reid at 4 o’clock. He ex- 
pressed the deepest concern, and at once be- 
gan to vonsider plans for some action toward 
restricting immigration -during the contin- 
vance of the plague abroad. It was not un- 
til 7 ofclock that he arrived at adecision. In 
the meantime he had received from Secretary 
of Treasury Foster official notification of the 
arrival of the scourge, and from Attorney- 
‘General Miller a dispatch stating that he 
would during the night look up the question 
of the President’s powers in a crisis of this 
kind, there being some doubt as to whether 
the President is authorized to prohibit immi- 
gration by proclamation simply or whether 
he must apply to Congress. 

As soon as the President reached his de- 
termination Mr. Reid telegraphed to New 
York for a special car. It was found that the 
President could not leave White Plains be- 

fore 10:15 o’clock. On the way to the depot 
one of the horses attached to the 
President's surrey shied suddenly, the 
wheels of one side of the surrey left the 
road and in a moment the President was 
thrown into a heap from the wagon. The 
tries of the President’s companion alarmed 
those before and behind. Mr. Clarkson ran 
up. with the reporters, but Mr. Harrison had al- 
ready picked himself up and haa got into the 
wagon again without assistance. He was 
shaken up slightly, his clothes stained and his 
ankle barked: He took the accident coolly. 
Declines to Discuss Probable Action. 


President Harrison arrived at the Pennsyl- 


vanis depot at Jersey City at 11:43 tonight. 

The President was asked if he would say what 

be intended doing when he reached Washing- 
ton. His reply was concise and to the point: 

I can say nothing at present.“

plied: “‘Ishall return within two or three 
days.”

and our present laws are wholly inadequateg”’ 
Power to Exclude Patients. 

Ample power exists in the Federal Govern- 
ment to keep out peraons who are likely ‘to 
bring in the dreaded cholera. /Its policy is to 
coéperate with the State Governments, but 
where a State is negligent or inefficient the 
Federal Government may step in. This is the 
view taken by the Attorney/General and other 
members of the administration. It has been 
made known sinte the discovery of cholera on 
the Hamburg vessel Moravia. 

The President cannot stop or turn back im- 
migrants merely because they are immigrants, 


As has been truly said, he has no power to 


suspend the immigration as such. But he has 
the power to keep out.all persons who may be 


suspected as infected. The Federal author- 


ities who think that this power may have to 
be exercised scout the notion that it would be 
effective by simply applying to steerage pas- 
sengers. They point out that wherever an ep- 
idemic may start its ravages are never lim- 
ited to any particular class, and the contagion 
may be spread by first-class passqn gers from 
Europe just as well as by steerage passengers. 
In all the measures that have been taken this 
has been kept in mind, 

The authority absolutely to suspend en- 
trance to the United States, when contagion 
or infection is feared, was exercised during 
President Cleveland’s administration. It is 
found in the law passed April 19, 1878, “ to 
prevent the introduction of contagious or in- 
fectious diseases into the United States. 
This law, in the first place, emphasizes. the 
State quarantine regulations by declaring that 
vessels from infected ports or with infected 
passengers shall not enter any port of the 
United States contrary to quarantine laws of 
any State. It also says that the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Marine Hospital Service, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
shall frame the necessary reguiations for car- 
rying out the provisions of the act. subject to 
the approval of the President. Further au- 
thority is given to State or municipal authori- 
ties, so that they may be in power to act as 
officers of the National Quarantine system. 
Throughout the law special care is taken that 
there shall be no interference with State laws, 
but the abselute authority of the Federal Gov- 
ernment is asserted by he terms of the act. 

Precedent Established Seven Years Ago. 

In October, 1886, this country seemed 
threatened with an infection of the small-pox 
from Canada. The authorities of Michigan 
and other States along the border were un- 
able to cope with it single-handed. President 
Cleveland was greatly exercised over the dan- 
ger. He consulted members of ‘the Cabinet 
in regard to the powers which the National. 
Government had, and then sent for Surgeon- 
General John B. Hamilton. Said President 
Cleveland: Hamilton, what are you going 
to do to keep out the small-pox?“ 

The Surgeon-General replied: ‘*If Secre- 
tary Manning and -yourself will approve, I 
will draw up regulations and put enough Fed. 
eral inspectors on the trains from Canada so 
that no person can bring the small-pox across 
the line. ‘ 

The regulations were drawn up, were ap- 
proved by the Secretary\of the Treasury and 
the President, Federal inspectors in plenty 
were put on the trains from Canada, and in 4 
few weeks the danger had disappeared. This 
precedent is valuable not only as. establishing 
the power of the Federal Government but 
also because many people think that there is 
more danger of cholera coming into the 
United States through Canada from Montreal 
than through the great ports of New York and 
Baltimore. i! 

Attorney-General Miller, after a careful re- 
view of the law of 1878, this evening reached 
the conclusion that it was really broad enough 
to establish a complete national quarantine. 
He said: “It seems to me that there 1s all 
the authority the President needs. The act is 
complete. The exeretse of its powers during 
President Cleveland’s administration is a 
precedent if one were needed.“ 

While the authority of the National Govern- 


ment is thus believed to be ample it is not the 


policy of the government to undertake a 
national quarantine superseding the State 
quarantine. It is believed that the wiser plan 
is to encourage the States to put forth every 
effort themselves, supplementing and aiding 
them by the help of the Federal government. 
It has been found that the state quarantin 
laws are for the most part very broad. :

CANADIAN SHIPPERS ARE ANXIOUS. 


Government Has Made No Effort to Offset 
Retaliation—Takes Effect Today. 

Monrreat, Que.; Aug. 31.— [Special.] — The 
retaliation proclamation goes into effect to- 
morrow, and the trade here are anxious on ac- 
count of the government having made no 
préparations to nullify its effect. It was semi- 
officially promised that the tolls imposed by 
the United States would be repaid to Cana- 
dian vesselmen by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, but no money has yet been voted for 
this purpose, There isa prospect of the de- 
tention of a number of ocean steamers at this 
port by reason of not receiving their grain, as 
the tolls not bemg refunded this grain will go: 
to Ogdensburg in American bottoms. If 
enough grain cannot be procured in time the 
ocean steamers will have to go without their 
full freight.

ORGANIZED A VIGILANCE COMMITTEE. 


Possibility That an Attack May Be Made 
on the Jail at Fresno. 

Fresno, Cal., Aug. 31.—A vigilance com- 
mittee was organized here last night as a conse- 
quence of the assassination of Louis B. Mc- 
Whirter. A persistent rumor prevails that the 
two assassins are in the custody of the Sheriff, 
but that the fact has not been given to the 
public. There are two condemned murderers 
in jail. It is now believed that a raid may be 
made upon the jail and that McWhirter’s 
murderers, if really in custody, will be lynched, 
and that the other two murderers may suffer 
the same fate. Another of the rumors now 
prevalent is that the mask worn by one of the 
assassins has been identified by the manager 
of a laundry who said he had washed the shirt 
from which the mask was made. The funeral 
of McWhirter was held from the family resi- 
dence this morning. It is estimated that fully 
1,000 persons, comprising the most prominent 
people of Fresno and many from San Fran- 
cisco and other points, viewed the remains. 
The Rev. T. N. B. Anderson in his sermon de- 
plored the tragedy and the methods which had 
removed a good citizen from the community.

The 
bear operators made the most of their oppor- 
tunity, and tried their utmost to create 
a general scare by. circulating exagger- 
ated rumors as to the extent of the 
calamity,-*Aimost every stock. on the list 
suffe tithid holders selling eagerly, fearmg 
a suspension of business because of the plague. 
At the cotton exchange the price of options in 
the great Southern States declined thirteen- 
hundredths of a cent. Speculation was ex- 

ited and active at the coffee exchaage. 
There was also a scare, and the price of coffee 
for September and October delivery went off 
from 15 to 20 points. Wheat, corn, and pro- 
visions also declined smartly on lively selling. 
The export provision trade was almost para- 
lyzed, and purchases for shipment abroad were 
almost at a standstill. Only 254,000 bushels 
of wheat were sold for export, and agents 
were slow to accept oraers, as they are not at 
all certain about being able to sail on sched- 
ule time. 


NEW YORK STATE BOARD ACTION, 


Care Will Be Taken That the Pest Is Not 
Carried in Trains. 

ALRANx, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Secretary Lewis 
Balch of the State Board of Health has pre- 
pared a circular which will be issued tomor- 
row to all health officers ia the State giving 
in detail directions for guarding agaiust the 
introduction of cholera 1n their jurisdiction 
should the disease invade this State. These 
instructions have reference to the inspection 
of all trains and vessels coming into any place 


under the jurisdiction of the State Board of 


Health, and call upon local Health Boards to 
provide suitable places for the treatment of 
the sick and the care of cars remaining in 
their city ortown which may have transport- 
ed infected cases. This circular is an addi- 
tion to the one issued Mdnday last to health 
officers on the Canadian border. 8 


SMALL-POX IN THREE COUNTIES. 


Illinois Health Officers Think Emigrants

RAGS FROM HAMBURG AT MONTREAL. 


Three Hundred Bales -Arrive on One Ship 
and Will Be Destroyed, 

MontTrREAL, Que., Aug. 31.— Special.] — The 
first ship fröm Hamburg arrived at Grosse 
Isle at noun today. It was the Hamburg- 
American Packet compan vessel Cremon, 
which left Hamburg Aug. 11. On board are 
134 German emigrants and part of the cargo 
consists of 300 bales of rags. Immediately on 
reporting at quarantine the passengers were 
ordered ashore. Baths were prepared for 
them and a general cleansing of men, women, 
and children took place. It is considered that 
danger lurks among the 300 bales of rags, 
which were taken on the day before cholera 
broke out in Hamburg, and they will be de- 
stroyed.

DEAD BODIES: LEFT UNBURIED 
- BREED THE DISEASE. 


Corpses Piled in Hospitals and at Other 
Points Because There Are Not Sufficient 
Grave-Diggers—Cholera Sufferers Placed 
in Wards with Those Not Yet Afflicted 
—The People Panic-Stricken—Terrible 
Scenes in the Plague-Ridden City, Where 
Death Holds Full Sway. |

Hamsure, Aug. 31.—No adequate idea of 
the situation in this plague-stricken city is 
furnished by che meager and false reports of 
the ravages of cholera given out by the author- 
ities, Vesterday's record, as officially stated, 
made it appear that the pestilence had mate- 
rially abated. Asa matter of fact there were 

more than 800 fresh cases yesterday and 80) 

deaths. Tonight’s task for the grave-diggers 

numbers 320 corpses. The people realize now 

that they have been deceived and almost a 

panic is the result. There has been a startling 

change for the worse in the last forty-eight 


hours. a 

A sudden blight has fallen upon the city, 
Most places of business were closed today. 
Shops that tried to do business were open a 
few hours only. Most of the hotels are 
empty; some ef them are closed. All public 
gatherings have been prohibited by the po- 
lice. The excuse of the sanitary offieers for 
furnishing inadequate reports of the spread 
of the plague is that all medical men are 80 
overwhelmed with work that they have no 
time to make reports. It must be admitted 
that the pestilence is practically beyond the 
control of the authorities. 

It is no longer possible to move the sick to 
hospitals. Only those stricken in public 
places are promptly taken to the lazaretto. 
Hundreds are dying ef the pestilence in their 
homes. Medical aid has at last been sum 
-moned from Berlin and a corps of physicians 


A Heavy rain last evening ‘may have had a 


slightly beneficial effect, though the number of 
new cases today can only be guessed at. The 
official report furnishes no guide to the truth, 
There is great misery among the lower class- 
es, who are not only the almost exclusive vic- 
tims of the plague, but who suffer also from 
many privations entailed by the coming of 
the pestilence. 
Help from the Brewers. 

Several breweries are supplying the demand 
for filtered water by sending@it in their 
wagons for free distribution among the poor. 
The police have found it necessary to use 
force. in many cases in their work of disin- 
fecting houses where the cholera has invaded. 
There is a riotous feeling prevalent, especially 
among the masses, which the newspapers and 
sober-ininded people find it difficult to re- 
strain. There are loud demands for the 
punishment of the medical ins 
waiting till four days after the disease had 
made its appearance, reported that he be- 
lieved there was cholera in Hamburg. 

The papers today counsel the —— to wait 
until the crisis is before demanding the 
punishment of the derelicts. The authorities 
today made an appeal for help to private 
physicians and volunteer nurses, whom they ask 
to aid the exhausted hospital staffs. The best 
medical authority in the city expresses the 
opinion that it will hardly be possible to stamp 
out the plague before October. The suburbs 
are now afflicted in almost the same propor- 
tion as the city itself. 

A canyass of the hotels tonight shows only 
thirty strangers intown. No Americans, as 
far as known, have fallen victims to the dis- 
ease. The mortuaries have proven entirely in- 
adequate, and new dead-houses are being 
built. It has been difficult to obtain: grave- 
diggers though, and some bodies have re- 
mained unburied three or four days on this 


dead will all be buried before morning. 


Red Tape Delay@Burials. 

In the military drill shed the hodies of 400 
victims are awaiting buria!. Owing to red 
tape it is impossible to bury ali the dead un- 
der the usual regulations, for the law requires 
the production of papers of identification be- 
fore the body is consigned to the grave. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances these pe rs are 
easily procurable, but now, when whole fami- 
lies have been carried off by the scourge, the 
greatest difficulty is experienced in petting the 
papers. Unless the frightful mortality abates 
it will be necessary shortly to set aside the law 
and bury the victims as hastily as ible in 
trenches filled with quicklime. Already it 1s 
believed that the infection has been spread by 
the dead. 

A reign of terror prevails and every person 
who can possiply do so is fleeing the city. An 
exception must be made, however, to this as- 
sertion. Those whose duty calls them to at- 
tend the sufferers—physicians and those who 
have nobly volunteered their services—are do- 
ing a work that requires the extreme of hero- 
isin. Among the hospitals. evérywhere Where 
they can help, they take their lives in their 
hands without hope of fame or reward and do 
their utmost to alleviate the awful suffering of 
the plague-stricken victims. 

The Chamber of Commerce has organized 
a relief committee. The cholera victims now 
more frequently than at first are persons of 
the middle and upper classes. Dr. Mersch, 
who was the musical critic on the staff of the 
Nachricten, is among the dead. A large stove 
has been placed in the bourse in order to fa- 
cilitate the distribution of boiling water to 
the public. Disinfectants are being supplied 
gratis to the poor. The management of the 
Stadt Theater announces the postponement 
of opening until Sept. 16. 

During the last twenty-four hours 395 buri- 
als have taken place. Most of the cholera 
victims, it is claimed, are in quarters near the 
hospital and two physicians succumbed today. 
Four deaths from Asiatic cholera are reported 
from Lubeck.

GREAT MORTALITY IN RUSSIA. 


Over 150,000 Deaths Reported to Be Due 
to Cholera—Abating at Teheran. 

Sr. Pxransnund, Aug. 31.—The official chol- 
era returns show that sitice the last report 
there have been 6,144 new cases and 2,741 
deaths in Russia. In St. Petersburg yester- 
day 155 new cases were reported. There were 
fifty-one deaths from the disease. Up to Aug. 
22 the total number of deaths throughout 
the Russian Empire is given at 107,647, but 
owing to the known incompleteness of the 
official statistics the real number may safely 
be reckoned as high as 150,000, : 

Teueran, Aug. 31.—The cholera in this city 
is decreasing.

Brussets, Aug. 31.—A report that true 
Asiatic cholera is in Antwerp and which has just 
been issued by Prof. Ermingen, the bacteri- 
ologist at the Ghent University, places the 
Scheldt Board of Health in rather an awk- 
ward position.

It is doubtful if the gov- 
ernment heeds the request. Experts are now 
pretty unanimous in declaring that the pres- 
ent system of inspection and quarantine is 
efficieat to protect the countay from any seri- 
ous invasion of the disease. The cases al- 
ready reported as having broken ont in Lon- 
don and elsewhere in England crept in before 
the government had had time to perfect its 
plans. 

One of the orders of the Local Government 
Board is being 8 criticised. It is that 
which empowers sanitary officers to empty 
the bilges, casks, and tanks of ships and dis- 
infect then whenever considered necessary. 
It is feared that more harm than good will 
come of such operation, as many of the sani 
tary officers merely empty the contente of 
these receptacles into rivers or docks, whence 
any germs of disease that may be present are 
likely to spread. It is suggested that it would 
be better to boil the contepts. of the tanks, 
etc., but the officials reply that this would be 
too big a job to bé done with any modern ap- 
pliances or force of men. 

That the quarautine regulations at present 
enforced do not prevent the introduction of 
cholera has been abundantly proved. A large 
proportion of the people, not only in England 
but elsewhere, believes. that the approachi 
autumn; with its cool weather and frosts, wil 
check if not eradicate the disease should it 
become epidemic, but a high authority has 

inted out that this belief is erroneous. 

rof. J. O. Afflies, M. D., medical examiner 
at tne University of Edin burg, has de- 
clared in an article on cholera, written 
by him, that in general high temperature 
favors the development of the disedse, but 
that some of the most sévere epidemics known 
have raged with the greatest fury in winter. 

The disease has now appeared at Dover, one 
of the chief points of communication be- 
tween England and the continent and which 
has continual intercourse by steamboats with 
Calais and Boulogne, France. 

Two deaths from Asiatic cholera are re- 
ported today at Islington, a northern suburb 
of London. The clothing of the victims and 
their bedding have been burned. At St. Pan- 
cras in the northern part of the metropolis a 
furnacé has been erected for burnimg the 
clothing of cholera victims and a station has 
been established for disinfecting household 
effects. 

These dispatches announced yesterday that 
two cases of the disease appeared yesterday in 
the City Road, the sufferers being passengers 
from the steamer Peregrino from Hamburg.

Liverroon, Aug. 31.—The physicians who 
have been watching the cases of the four Rus- 
sian emigrants who were attacked yesterday 
with a suspicious sickness while waiting to go 
on board a steamer for the United States 
have officially declared that the disease from 
which they were suffering is true Asiatic 
cholera. It is not known what action will be 
taken in regard to the bills of health issued 
to transatlantic steamers, but it is thought 
here that if extraordinary precautions are not 
taken by the health authorities at the various 
American ports the army of emigrants sailing 
hence for America will be the means of the in- 
troduction of the disease in that country.

OUT AND DISINFECTED, 


Only Ten Teants Secured Instead of 100 at 
‘the Start, but Some Effective Sanitary 
Work Is Done in the Chinese and Italian 
Quarter—Forty Teams Ready for Service 
This Morning—Their Equipment and 
Field of Operation—The Finance Com- 


mittee. 

The battle against filth to prepare Chicago 
for a possible epidemic of the cholera began 
yesterday morning with ten instead 100 teams, 
as expected. Chief Senitary Officer Hayt 
couldn’t get any more at the city rate, $3.50 a 
day. 

Paddy Ryan’s alley,” in the Chinese and 
Italian quarter south of Harrison street and 
east of Clark, was the starting point, Thero 
was more dirt there to the superficial foot 
yn any other equal area in Illinois. A 
‘of Italians and inspectors was given 

to go into all the areaways, backyards, 
and gileys and to clean up everything noisome 
whatever might be, its description. The 
Ital raked out inconceivable antiquities 
from under door-steps and porches, from old 
barrels and boxes, and from the spaces be- 
tween buildings. All this was carted away to 
the dumps to be burned as soon as the crema- 
tories are in readiness, When the reeking 
corners and crannies of the alley had been 
cleaned quantities of quicklime and chloride 
of lime had to be strewn around to make the 
sanitation thorough. During the day addi- 
tional teams were secured and put to work, 
and this merning about forty can be mustered 
for the service. 

Inspector Hayt’s order to the ins rs is:

The epee for today consists of forty 
wagons holding three cubic yards each, hooks, 
shovels, rakes, and stiff brooms for the labor- 
pte and two wagon loads of fresh slaked lime 
and of chloride of lime. Such a force so 
well equipped is expected to work wonders, 
and before nightfall it may be possible to 
traverse South Water street without requir 
the support of a strong vinaigrette or the ai 
of smeiling salts. - 

Finance committee could not be got to- 
gether yesterday afternoon, and the procedure 
of the Health Department has not yet re- 
ceived the sanction of the chief. committee of 
the Council. There is at least a reason to 
question whether the Finance committee will 
be perfectly ready to supply $10,000 or $20,000 
for the sanitary project. Several members 
are of the opinion that Dr. Ware is exceeding 
his authority in r- teams and men to 
do work outside of the provisions of the ap- 
propriation. Ald. Biegler did not know where 
that amount of money could be raised even 
for an authorized expenditure, and he did not 
consider the present requirement binding 
upon the Finance committee. He suggests a 
different plan of sanitation: 

**Compel the property-owners and house- 
holders to clean their back yards. Fine them 
if they do not clean up, and there will ‘be no 
need of extra teams and additional appropria- 
tions.’ 3 

Other members are inclined to think the 
Coinmissioner of Health ought to have se- 
cured his money before beginning to spend it.

FROST WILL KILL CHOLERA GERMS, 


W. F. Hugunin Says Chicagoans Should Be 
Glad Cold Weather Isn't Far Off. 

„The cool weather is a blessing which all are 
not likely to fully appreciate in this period of 
cholera scare, sad W. P. Hugunin at the 
R lieu. There is nothing which kills the 
cholera microbe like a touch of frost, and I 
speak with authority when I say it. 

I/ have spent some years in Shanghai, 
Chin, where there is a plague of cholera 
every year. I have seen the dread malady 
run its disastrous course unchecked for six 
months during the hot season. Day by day 
among the white population the deaths were 
so numerous that for one mile from the town 
to the cemetery a line of men four deep with 
coffins on their shoulders waited for an op- 
— to bury their dead. I recollect of 

ving often seen the Chaplain recite a short 
prayer at one grave, hasten to another to per- 
form a similar office, and so on for a weary 
round of twelve hours. That is the case year 
by year for eix months, but the moment* the 
autumn chill seta in the disease vanishes. 

“There is something of comfort for Chi- 
cagoans in the thought that they have almost 
arrived at the frosty seasons. 


NO TRUTH WHATEVER IN THE STORY. 


Health Department Officials Deny Emphat- 
ically the Existence of a Cholera Case. 
There was much indignation expressed at 

the Health Department yesterday over an 

article in a morning paper to the effect that 
there was a case of cholera in Chicago. Both 

Health Commissioner Ware and Dr. Garrett 

denied the existence of cholera most em- 

phatically. Dr. Ware said: 

There is absolutely no truth in the article 
and the reporter who wrote it was told that 
the report was untrue before he printed the 
story. Dr. King and Dr. Whelan reported a 
case of cholera morbus at No. 137 West Fif- 
teenth street and said that it might need 
watching. The man’s name was Tim Mo- 
Carthy and he worked for one of the railroad 
companies. A half-hour after heard of the 
case Dr. Garrett called on the man, and he 
was practically over the attack then. We had 
no idea of sending him to the pest-house and 
there is scarcely anything true in the article 
printed this mornmg. When we find a case 
of cholera I will not keep it from the public 
and will at once inforfh the newspapers.

diana, The State was represented by Senator 


Evarts of New York and other counsel and the 
decision of the Supreme Court was unani- 
mously in support of the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court of Louisiana and the power of the 
State to enforce quarantine regulations. 

The court held that, while some of the rules 
established under a quarantine system might 
an.ount to the regulation of commerce with 
foreign nations or among the States, 
not so designed, they belonged to that class 
which the States nnght have established until 
Congress acted in the matter by covering the 
same grounds or forbidding State laws. The 
decision seemed to contemplate almost exact- 
ly such a state of facts as exists today. 

Secretary Charles Foster believes that the 
eodperation of the Federal Government with 
the State governments is by far the best 
means of keeping out the plague. As he sat 
in his office in*the Treasury Depart nent this 
afternoon he discussed thé situation. Said 
Secretary Foster: Those of us who are old 
enough to remember former epidemics know 
what an awful thing it 1s to be face to face 
with cholerd. We have not received any offi- 
cial confirmation yet of these cases on the 
Moravia, and I am hopeful that the report that 
the deaths were due to genuine Asiatic cholera 
may be wrong. But. even if they prove to be 
correct, I believe that the codperation of the 
Federal and the State Governments will do all 
that is possible for human agencies to do in 
keeping out the cholera, Above all, we shall 
try to keep our heads. 

Foster Would Back Up the States. 

„While the Attorney-General holds that we 
have authority enough ourselves, I think the 
better way is not to interfere with the State 
quarantine laws, but r&ther to back up the 
States by the power of the General Govern- 
ment. The State and municipal authorities 
in New York, so far as I have observed, seem 
to be taking every precaution. They can en- 
force the quarantine against the Moravia, or 
against any other vessel as long as may be 
necessary. Whether it be five, twenty, forty, 
or 100 days, I think no one will complain it 
the quarantine is enforced so long as there is 
a possibility of danger. 

„Would you favor quärantining all vessels 
from European ports!“ 

T hardly think the emergency is so great 
as to call for this measure. They are quar- 
antinea by the New York health authorities 
untilexamined, If we should have reason to 
think that the health authorities had not done 
their duty thoroughly we could refuse to give 
the vessel a clearance or let the immigrants be 
landed at Ellis Island. But until something is 
shown to the contrary we assume that when 
the local authorities allow a vessel to pass 
their quarantine it is all right. To declare a 
general quarantine against all vessels would 
work an enormous injury to commerce. It 
would also put thousands of Americans who 
are coming home in Vessels from non-infected 
ports to a great inconvenience.” 


Canadian Border Protected. 

The suggestion .was made that all porte did 
not have the same means of protection under 
State quarantine as New York. To this Sec- 
retary Foster replied: ‘*That is true, and in 
such cases we shall use our authority to the 
utmost. At Cape Charles we have established 
what amounts to almost an absolute quaran- 
tine, and I don’t believe any vessel will be 
able to get up the Chesapeake to Baltimore 
carrying a cholera patient. As to Canada the 
instructions have already been issued, which 
establish a cordon of inspection along the 
whole northern border, and which, we believe, 
will be sufficient to keep out the plague from 
Detroit, Chicago, and the other cities that 
would be in danger of getting it through Can- 
ada. 3 

A dispatch received today from the Consul 
at Glasgow conveys a rather uncomfortable 
suggestion that a considerable risk is being 
taken in relation to the shippmg of immi- 
grants. It states that no new cases besides 
these reported have developed among the 
continental immigrants and that those who 
were permitted to go ahead were not in con- 
tact with those infected. The implied state- 
ment that some immigrants who were sup- 
posed to have kept out of contact with their 
afflicted assobiates were permitted to continue 
their journey to America suggests not suf- 
ficient caution and the possibility that the 
whole shipload may be taken down with 
cholera before they reach America.

Paget the suggestion that Congress should be 
called together to enact a law suspending 


immigration he said that that was a matter for 

the President to consider and that he would 

aot express an opinion, but that, of course, 

the suspension of immigration would mate- 

rially decrease the danger, though it would 

be possible for cholera to get here even then. 
Cannot Thwart Providence. 

„ Woe are doing all that can be done,” he 
said. We have established a close quaran- 
tine to protect this country at every port. 
Vessels will be detained just as long as the 
health officers think necessary in each case, 
whether it be one day or twenty. No vessel 
will be permitted to land until the authorities 
are satisfied that there is no possible danger. 
If it is decreed by Divine Providence that we 
shall have cholera here we cannot prevent it, 
but it is as nearly impossible for it tu get in 
as we can make it. 

The fact that Baltimore is in direct com- 
munieation with Hamburg and other points 
where the disease is epidemic has given cause 
for some uneasiness. If it got into Baltimore 
the national capital could not escape, and 
from here it would undoubtedly spread 
through the South. The facilities of Balti- 
more for quarantine are not what they are at 
New York. For this reason the Treasury De- 
partment has established the quarantine at 
the mouth of the Chesapeake, so that, as Sec- 
retary Foster says, an infected vessel can 
hardly get up the bay.

COMMISSIONER PECK’S STA TISTICS. 

Commissioner Peck of New York in the in- 
terview printed yesterday completely disposes 
of the Democratic allegation that his report 
was instigated by David B. Hiil and compiled 
and made public to influence the Presidential 
canvass. So far as Senator Hill is concerned, 
Mr. Peck says: I said not one word to Mr, 
Hill about it nor did any one else. I saw Mr. 
Hill only a few minutes while he was here 
and in the presence of others. The comments 
that went out with the summary I wrote 
myself, and here is the manuscript in my 
hand writmg. As to any purpose on his part 
to influence the Presidential campaign he 


| also says: 


The facts were gathered without reference to 
their bearing on politics. I began that investiga- 
tion in December, 1891. It is pretended that I had 
the present Presidential canvass in view. Non- 


‘sense. When lsaw what was coming should I 


have stopped or “suppressed the facts? The report 
I have published made itself. My part was sim- 
ply to put the figures together honestly when I 
got them. I can tell you that no one knew what 
that summary would show until it was printed in 


office, and they knew it only by scraps, as they 
worked on parts of it. I have merely gone about 
my duties in the usual way. One of the chief 
duties of this bureau is to give the public the in- 
formation I gather just as soon as I can after it is 
put into presentable shape. 

The simple fact in this business is that Mr. 

His duty is to col- 
lect statistics bearing upon the labor question. 
Whatever political leanings he has are all to- 
ward Democracy.

lation. Peck himself’ was appointed by 
Grover Cleveland when he was Governor, and 
he is besides a Hill Democrat. He is therefore 
saturated with Democracy, so much so indeed 
that the labor representatives opposed his ap- 
pointment because he was more a Democrat 
than a labor man, and because they believed 
that’ whatever documerts he issued would 
favor the Democratic party. They were right 
in their belief, for his bureau has turned out 
a mass of information prior to this last docu- 
ment which gave continual aid and comfort to 
the Democrats. 

It is another direct testimonial to the hon- 
esty of Commissioner Peck that he instituted 
his recent search for statistics for the express 
purpose of aiding the Democratic party and 
confirming the correctness of its tariff declara- 
tion in the national platform.

DEATH OF GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS. 

The telegraph brings the sad intelligence of 
the death of George William Curtis, the long- 
time editor of Harper’s Weekly. The Easy 
Chair of Harper’s Magazine, which he had 
occupied so gracefully and charmingly for 
many years, is also vacated by this mournful 
occurrence. An eminent representative of 
American letters has passed away. 

Mr. Curtis had occupied a doubly prominent 
position before the American peopie. Unlike 
most of our writers he had been conspicuous 

both as a politician and an author. Mr. Ban- 
croft and Mr. Bryant, and Mr. Hawthorne ‘to 
a certain extent, traveled the two widely dis- 
similar roads, but these are exceptions. Mr. 
Curtis was a Republican up to 1884 and had 
enjoyed many marks of favor, but in the lat- 
ter year he led the revolt against Mr. Blaine, 
and since that time had been the accepted 
leader of the mugwump faction and had acted 
with the Democrats. He had also been closely 
identified with the reform of the civil service 
since 1871, when he was appointed by Gen. 
Grant as Chairman of the commission to 
draw up the rules for that service. 
deed been offered many offices, which he de- 
clined, as he was in Lo sense an officeseeKer. 
His connection with politics was largely sen- 
timental. 

This was the George William Curtis of Har- 
per’s Weekly, but it is doubtful whether he will 
be as long remembered as the George William 
Curtis of the Easy Chair, where for about 
forty years he had sat and penned those de- 
lightful, chatty, and genial short criticisms on 
passing events, disquisitions on men and 
morals, and dissertatiuns on manners and 
polite tastes, interspersed with charming rew- 
iniscences of past aays. There has recently 
appeared a little volume contaming some of 
his recent contributions, but now that he has 
passed away it will be a grateful and graceful 
additidy to American essays if a more careful 
and comprehensive . selection shall be made 
from the entire forty. years’ series. They 
would be specially valuable as pen pictures of 
the time, for Mr. Curtis occupied much the 
same position in his day and country that Ad- 
dison did in England. They were both close 
spectators of the passing show. In addition 
to his continuous newspaper and magazine 
work, Mr. Curtis has writtea at least four 
books which gained him widespread favor not 
only in this country but in England. They 
are the romance “* Prue and IJ.“ Lotos Eat. 
ing. his reminiscences of travel published 
under the title of Notes of an Howadji,”’ 
and the well-known *‘ Potiphar Papers,” the 
latter being a satirically humorous sketch of 
the follies and foibles of American society, 
particularly in its fashionable circies. Like

THE FELL DESTROYER. | 

It is reported that 150,000 deaths from 
cholera have occurred in Russia this summer 
up to date. Tothat long roll of mortality 
should be added 35,000 in Persia, up to a week 
ago,-and an unknown but large number in 
Turkestan and other Asiatic countries, be- 
sides several hundreds per day in Hamburg 
and scores daily in each of not a few cities in 
Germany and France. The total up to date 
can hardly be less than 300, 000 deaths, and 
may exceed that figure, while there is yet 
room for a further swelling of the list before 
the activity of the cholera germs is destroyed 
by the advent of frost. There is now no rea- 
son to doubt that the disease has effected a 
lodgment in London, Dover, Liverpool, and 
perhaps some other cities in the British Isies, 
and New York had a close call in yesterday's 
arrival of the steamer Moravia, which buried 
twenty-two bodies at sea during the passage 
across the Atlantic. The cholera is not yet 
known to have made its appearance on this 
continent, and possibly it may be kept wut by 
the vigilance of the health officials in our At- 
lantic ports and the Canadian cities on the St. 
Lawrence River. 

The most encouraging news received in re- 
lation to the scourge is that it has apparently 
nearly run its course at Teheran, in Persia, the 
daily mortality there having decreased from 
600 to 200. The news from Russiais not suf- 
ficiently explicit to warrant a similar hope 
for the cities of that country for some time 
longer, though it should be remembered that 
information from that quarter is generally 
tardy, so that the disease might be fairly 
under control before we would have an inti- 
mation that its ravages had been checked. 
The great thing to be wished for now is colder 
weather. If the cholera-smitten regions were 
visited by sucha chilly wave as we have ex- 
perienced this week there would be good rea- 
son to believe that the worst was over, and the 
pest would quickly ceaseto kill, and this in 
spite of the dictum of Prof. Afflick of the Uni- 
versity of Edinburg, who writes that in gen- 
eral high temperature favors the development 
of the disease, but that some of the most se- 
vere epidemics known have raged with the 
greatest fury in winter. It may be worth 
while to remember that this can only hold 
true for a mild, moist winter, in the case of 
cholera, but itis not likely that the coming 
winter will be of such character. The quaran- 
tine and other sanitary regulations ought to 
be kept up in full force and vigilance doubled 
in spying out and removing all possible causes 
of the disease. 


BIDWELL A PLAGIARIST OF WEAVER. 

The Prohibition candidate for the Presi- 
dency indorses the platform of his party, that 
the money of the country should consist of 
gold, silver, and paper.“ But he does not say 
that the paper currency shall be redeemable 
in gold or silver. All he requires is that there 
shall be enough of it to meet all demands. 
The platform of the Gideonites tells how ex- 
tensive those demands would be. As an in- 
crease in the volume of gold money would re- 
quire the levying of additional taxes to get the 
gold the currency would have to be enlarged 
up to Mr. Bidwell’s standard by the free coin- 
age of silver and the free issue of irredeem- 
able shinplasters. As the poorer currency 
drives out the better the silver would expel 
the gold and the fiat rags would expel the sil- 
ver. Then would come bankruptcies, panics, 
and widespread distress, until the shinplaster 
stuff was wiped out as the French assignats 
and the paper money issues of the Revolution- 
ary War were. The country would have to 
pick itself up out of the mud and endeavor to 
patch up its shattered finances as Argentina is 
doing now, after a-feverish experience with 
paper money and inflated mortgages. 

Bidwell’s bid for the votes of the Alliance 
flatigts ought to deprive him of all the Prohi- 
bitionists except the currency cranks. Most 
of them were members of the honest hard- 
monty parties before they wandered off into 
the sentimental fog of national compulsory 
prohibition. Most of them are éitizens of the 
Nerthern States, which would be the greatest 
sufferers by the displacement of sound money 
by worthless irredeemable shinplasters. They 
have no business to be tagging after a candi- 
Gate who, under the pretense of attacking the 
rum poser,“ is preaching national dishon- 
esty and financial ruin. The place for those 
Prohibitionists who are cheap money repu- 
diators and fiatists is with Weaver rather than

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GARBAGE MUST BE BURNED. 

The action of the Council Finance commit- 
tee with the Mayor and Commissioner of 
Health in dealing with the crematory question 
is not working out satisfactorily. In deciding 
to demand that bidders must erect 1 a 
at their own expense for the city to experi- 
ment with for sixty days before adopting any | 
permanent course in regard to the burning of 
garbage, the committee has delayed and 
thrown over fortwo or three months every- 
thing like serious work on the problem. For 
it is not to be expected that any company will 
undertake the expense bf constructing a new 
crematory on the terms proposed, and it is 
said that nqne or but one concern has accept- 
ed the conditions jysposed by the city. So it 
may be taken for granted that not more, per- 
haps, than one crematory will be at work on 
this side of winter, and the twenty-five tons of 
refuse to be supplied to each or either per day 
is but a bagatelle in comparison with the total 
quantity that ought to be reduced to ashes. 
Hence it is probable that the increased scav- 
engering activity that is promised will be the 
means of adding greatly to the accumulations 
of rotting material which dot the outskirts of 
the city, and this while ali around us the note 
of warning is being sounded, and the people in 
other places are removing from their neigh- 
borhveds the unclean thing so that the grim 
destroyer, cholera, may not find there breed- 
ing beds in case it makes its appearance 
among them. 

The impossible terms demanded seem to in- 
dicate an unwillingness dn the part of the 
com mittee to execute the order of the Coun- 
cil, which was that the garbage should be 
burned without delay. Its members appear 
to have thrown themselves across the path of 
progtess by imposing conditions which will 
not be accepted, and it may be for the rea- 
son that the reform proposed would inter- 
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ure to carry out the of the people as 
expressed through an almost unanimous vote 
by the Council? 

This will not do. The authorities must 
properly dispose of the gathered by the 
scavenger forces, which can only be done by 
burningit. If the necessity was great when 
the Council passed the order it is still 
more urgent now that the cholera is number- 
ing its victims by hundreds each day on the 
western shores of Europe, and there is reason 
to fear will soon gain a foothold on our east- 
ern coasts. When the Council reassembies it 


must reiterate the order with the emphatic 


reminder that what is done must be done 
quickly and insist on compliance with the 
spirit as well as the letter of the resolve that 
the city shall be provided ag speedily as pos- 
sible with a sufficient number of fiery furnaces 
for the disposal of its garbage. 

And these arrangements should include the 
burning of night soil gathered from the thou- 
sands of detached out-houses which are to be 
cleaned out under the new order of things, as 
it is far more dangerous to health than are 
rotten cabbage leaves, decayed eggs, and 
suup-bones. It contains many more microbes 
to the cubic inch than does the ordinary refuse 
of the kitchen that is committed to the swill- 
tub, and ought to be put out of existence by 
resolving it into its original elements through 
the ageucy of fire. One of the crematories in 
Brooklyn is titted and used for this work, and 
is said to do it excellently. But no one is go- 
ing to the expense of building furnaces and 
attacking that business 9n the mere chance of

States report that July 12 last their loans and 
discounts amounted to $2,113,654,080, and their 
deposits to $2,050,938,976 (each over two bill- 
ions). Of the deposits $1,100,686,179 was in 
reserve city banks and the remainder in coun- 
try banks. The deposits average about $30 
for every man, woman, and child in the coun- 
try. If the value of the dollar unit were re- 
duced one-third, as must be the case if free 
silver coinage were adopted, the depositors 
would lose one-third the value of their money, 
the same being practically retained by those 
who have borrowed those deposits from the 
banks. The change would directly damage 
the one class for the ostensible purpose of 
helping the other to evade payment of a por- 
tion of its indebtedness, but there is grave 
reason to think it would not prove of any ad- 
vantage to the latter class, as the derangement 
of business would damage them to an extent 
exceeding that supposed benefit. A good 
many people who formerly thought free silver 
coinage would be a good thing for themselves 
are now looking at the matter in the light 
above indicated, and have ceased to wish for a 
lowering of the standard of values.

Tariff and the Labor Troubles. 

It is as equally absurd to attribute the recent 

labor troubles to the tariff. The only strike of 


magnitude having any possible relation to the 
tart is the one at Homestead, Pa. But for pro- 


tection there would be no Homestead. I have not 


time to discuss the causes that led to the unhappy 
conflict. But it is known that on every article, or 
nearly every one, produced at Homestead, the tariff 
was redu in 1590. it is also known from evi- 
dence taken by a House committee. wages 
there have been for the higher skilled operators 
relatively high, some of the employés enjoying in- 

yu mes as great as that of a Cabinet 
inister, and others a compensation as large as 
that paid to a member of Congress. 

There is‘no evasion or double dealing in the 
platform of the Democratic party this year on the 
tariff question. Its third section gives explicit 
declaration to ans and purposes of the par- 
ty.

JUSTICE GLENNON ASSESSES SEVEN 
TUGS AS NUISANCES. 


Capt, Higgie Makes a Fair Statement and 
Gets Od with Six Fines of $25 Each— 
The Independent Tug Line Pays $50 
for the Jack Berry—Central Electric 
Light Company Promises to Build a 


—Other Cases Continued. 


Yesterday was smoke day” in Justice 
| Glennon’s court, and his dingy rooms on 
Clark street were crowded with people who 
had been sued. Half adozen of them had 
from three to ten witnesses. The Society for 
the Prevention of Smoke, which prosecuted 
all the cases, also had a number of people out- 
side of its own members to testify in one case. 

Capt. Higgie of the Vessel-Uwners’ Towing 
company came in alone. He said he was law- 
yer enough to defend six cases against his 
boats. The Captain can steer a tug so as to 
graze a bridge without actually damaging it 
as gracefully as any pilot on the river. But 
asa legal luminary he made a mess of his 
cases. But he was good-natured in his defeat. 

The case against the tug A. G. Van Schaick 
was taken up first. The society proved that 
the boat was a confirmed smoker. Capt. 
Higgie let Witness Dean escape without cross- 
examination, but tried his hand on Inspector 
Beebe. | 

Didn't the Van Schaick stop smoking the 
other day when you and the other inspectors 
staid aboard for six hours?“ he asked. 

Inspector Beebe said the boat «uccasionally 
didn’t smoke on the trip. Then the society’s 
engineer, White, was to describe the trip. 
He told the court that.whenever the tow hap- 
pened to be aheavy vessel the tug smoked after 
the manner of other tugs. There was nothing 
new or effective in Capt. Higgie’s device for 
abating the nuisance, 

The. Captain didn’t attempt any further 
pen but made a long state- 
men 

He said: We've tried everything we 
know of. We tried jets and they crystallized 
our fire-boxes. We inserted brick arches in 
the furnace and no good followed. If this de- 
vice we now have will not stop the smoke I 
don’t know what will.“ 

Hut, Captain, it doesn’t stop the smoke, 
observed Attorney Matz. | 

Maybe it doesn’t when we have a monster 
tow and life, property, and bridges are at 
stake. But when the boat runs light there’s 
no smoke with careful use of the device.“ 

Then you don’t deny that the Van Schacck 
often smokes badly? Mr. Matz asked. 

All Were Guilty. 

The Captain said he supposed there was no 
use of doing so. 

And how about the other boats?“ 

O, they're guilty, too. Let the ax fall.“ 

Justice Gleunon used his pen instead ana 
wrote a fine of $25 acd costs against each one 
of the Vessel-Owners’ Towing company’s six 
tugs. He said Capt. Higgie had come into 
court with a statement, and that was more 
than the rest had done. They defied the city 
and all authority. Therefore the Captain 
ought not to be fined the limit. 

Capt. Higgie perked up at this, He made 
another long statement of his willingness to 
— the movement to reform smoking tugs, 
and wound up by offering one of his tugs — 
any experiments Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke micht wish to make. This 
offer wil! be considered by the society. 

The Independent Tug Line company was 
fine dl $50 for the smoking tug Jack Berry. 
There was no defense. 

The Central Electrie Light company’s chim- 
ney on Plymouth place was made the subject 
of a vigorous attack. The society looked for 
a stubborn contest and had on hand a num- 
ber of tenants in build near the stack who 
were ready to testify. After the society’s in- 
spectors had sworn to the chimney’s smoking’ 
habits only one of the outside witnesses was 
put on the stand. Attorney Coffeen for the 
defense announ he would waive all 
technicalities, This enabled the society to 
introduce a photograph of the stack taken 
since the date of the offense alleged in the 
summons. The picture showed the chimney 
belching a tremendous cloud of smoke. 

W. H, Harding, manager of the electric 
company, testified in his own’ behalf. He 
swore that he had tried half a dozen smoke. 
abating devices, but not one had fulfilled ex- 
pectations. The battery comprised seven 
boilers. Five of them were in use eighteen 
hours aday. Last Saturday night the other 
two were thrown into action for a couple of 
hours. It was possible that the chimney 
sinoked ten times aday, but the smoke was 
not so terribly offensive. , 

Ik it’s as bad as the smoke from the Ma- 
sonic Temple, why, I'll eat it, said Mr. Hard- 
ing. 7 
Justice Glennon Wants to Know. 

Justice Glennon took part in the general 
questioning. He wanted to know if the 
smokestaek was large enough, for the demands 
of a big battery of boilers. Mr. Harding was 
=e that it could accommodate five 
boilers. His company, he said, had erected 
an iron stack outside the building, but as it is 
extended over upon the adjoining -property 
they had been compelled to remove it under 
an injunction. Mr. Hardi said his com- 
pany had expended nearly $5,000 in smoke- 
preventers. They were willing to spend more 
to accomplish good resuits. 

„Why don’t you build a suitable chimney?’ 
the court asked. 

This was the whole trouble he thought. The 
best smoke abating devices would not work 
unless proper conditions were provided. Mr. 
Harding and Attorney Coffeen assured Justice 
Glennon that steps were being taken to erect 
another chimney. The consent of the owner 
af the building was necessary, and he was ab- 
sent from the city. The court said he would 
give the electric company a chance to nego- 
tiate with the landlord for permission to erect 
the aew stack, and he fined the comnany $5. 

So much time was occupied ia the hearing 
of these cases that the witnesses in the other 
suits became tired and wandered out. Cases 
against the following were therefore post- 
poned for a week: Stern & Adams. Grommes 
& Ulrich, Greensfelder, Florsheim & Co., Chi- 
cago Consolidated Bottling Co., Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co. 

Cases against Kuh, Nathan & Fischer, Mon- 
heimer, Lipman & Israel. W. T. McLaughlin, 
Thayer & Jackson Stationery Co., Borden, 
Sellick & Co., and Will 4 Roberts were dis- 
missed. Each of these concerns is arranging 
to abate the smoke. 

The down-town atmosphere was fairly clear 
of -smoke yesterday. The stack of the 
Masonic Tempie and those of the Edison 
Building on Adams street emit heavy clouds 
at short intervals. But there were times when 
it was difficult to count a dozen badly-smok- 
ing chimneys in the heart of town. After 5 
o’clock janitors * 9p burning rubbish and it 
was correspondingly easy to pick out a great 
many. The Society for the Prevention of 
Swoke is greatly encouraged with the im- 
provement in the business district. An active 
war will begiu against the chimneys in the out- 
lying manufacturmg districts. There are 
many of these tall stacks that smoke with 
scarcely a sensation from early morning till 
evening.

WILBUR T. 8TOREY’S “ TOCSIN.” 


Interesting Story of the Dead Journalist's 
First Newspaper Venture. 

The South Bend Tribune gives an interest- 
ing reminiscence ot Wilbur F. Storey’s first 
venture into journalism. It says: 

The Mishawaka Enterprise has entered 
upon its thirty-ninth volume, and for over 
half that time has been under the manage- 
ment of Mr. E. A. Jernegan, who fever fails 
to make it a good paper. The HXnterprise was 
established in 1853. It is worthy of note that 
the first ppaper established in Mishawaka was 
owned by „ Jernegan's father. It was 
called the Tocsin and was founded by Wilbur 
F. Storey, who afterwards became famous as 
editor aud owner of the Chicago Times. Mr. 
Storey started the Tocsin in 1841. He did not 
own the office. It belonged to some Democrats 


in La Porte who made a failure of it there as the 


La Porte Herald, and hired a young printer to 
establish it in Mishawaka, agreeing to pay 
him a stated salary, Young Storey was a drug 
clerk in La Porte and wrote for the paper gt 
odd times between selling calomel and ague 
bitters. He walked from Porte to Misha- 
waka and offered to run the paper for what he 
could make out of it, and his offer was ac- 
cepted. At the end of the year he walked out 
of the town and never stopped until he reached 
St. Joseph, at the mouth of the river, where

West Chicago Stock Sells Down to ios— 
Grain Markets Depressed by Cholera 


News and Favorable Crop Reports—A | 


Strong Combination on the “Long” 
Side of Provisions Promises to Make a 
Fight—South Water Street Markets— 
General Fi nancial and Commercial News. 


Another series of low prices for West Chicago 
Street railway stock was registered yesterday in 
a market which was dull and inactive all the way 


around. Every sale of the stock made was at 200, 


or less. On the morning call, after some skirmish- 
ing to discover the market value of the stock, a 
sale of ten shares regular was made at the even 
200. The three sales following, each of 50 shares, 

were made at the same price. From that time 
on during the day’s trading, the tendency was 
downward by single point stages. Between 
calls the stock went at 197, and on the second 
call slid down still further to 195. 
When the reaction in the stock first 
cums the friends of the stock were certain that it 
would never go below 200. The market yesterday 
convinced everyone that the ordinary rules do not 
govern the movement of this stock after its phe- 
nomenal advance. The brokers whe are closely 
watched in the market and who Are sup d to 
represent the insiders bought stock at the differ- 
ent st of the market during the day. It is 
probable that a rally is about due in the stock 
and it is not likely that a lower scale will be 
reached today. At 196 the stock is 37% points be- 
low the high point and it is about where it was 
early in August.
